10 A three-story building# nearly completed# the xvalls aro made of brick 
and the floors of reinforced concrete about seven hundredths of a 
meter thick* The basement is about three and on e-half met or s below the 
grounds, The foundations are made of reinforced concrete# one meter thick* 
The third floor has a ceiling made of concrete* The roof is covered with 
tiles*
